'ound in the room two hours after 
he fire broke out.

Po- 
ice Officer Kenneth O'Brien said 
at the inquest tha^ he saw Walker 
and Ward in the business district 
about 4 p. m. Sunday and that 
x>th were intoxicated. He ordered

The Mansion audience assembled 
in the high school gymnasium 
only . few hours after Harold E.

A national com- 
mittee official said in Washing- 
ton the Democrats were anxiously 
urging the president at least to 
let McKinney in on his secret. 


Eisenhower whetted the hopes 


of his Republican backers with 
a letter to 19 GOP house members 
that was made public yesterday. 
The general said he does not re- 
gard himself as "indispensable to 
the success of NATO"—the North 
Atlantic T r e a t y Organization, 
whose military forces he now 
heads. He promised he would 
"regularly re-examine" the politi- 
cal situation. 


I«rtive» Door Open 


Most members of congress who 


commented interpreted 
this to 


mean Eisenhower was leaving the 
way open for him to come home 
and campaign, although few ex- 
pect him back before May. 


Elsenhower said in January he 


would . accept the nomination if 
it were- offered, but "in the ab- 
sence ot a clear-cut call to political 
duty" would not ask to be relieved 
of his command and would not 
engage in 
preconvention cam- 


paigning.

Ottawa Grain Dealer Denies 
Shortage in U. S. Corn Stocks 


OTTAWA. III.—(API—The manager of the Wallace Grain and 


Supply Company said today there is "positively no shortage" in the 
corn the firm has been holding in storage for the government. 


A house appropriations subcom- 


mittee said Sunday it had referred 
he Wallace Grain and Supply 
Company of Ottawa to the Justice 
department for action. It said the 
Wallace company was one of a 
group of firms in which shortages 
lave been discovered. It listed the 
Ottawa concern as having a prob- 
able shortage of 32,642 bushels of 
government corn valued at $60,- 
DOO. 


Drain Spoiling 


Henry Bongcs, manager of the 


Vallace firm, told The Ottawa Re- 
ublican-Times in an interview 
hat several months ago, he noli- 
ied a federal grain inspector at 
'eoria that the government grain 
Bonges had on hand "was getting 
ut of control." 
"We were told that the inspector 


ould not come to Ottawa to in- 


spect the grain," Bonges said. 
"Since we would take the loss if 
the grain spoiled, we did the best 
we could to protect ourselves. We 
mixed fresh shelled corn with the 
government 
corn 
and kept 
it 


moving so we would not take a 
loss. 


Money Available 


"The money is available when- 


ever the government wants it. I 
told that to the government audi- 
tor a month ago when he inspected 
our fkmks, but have not heard 
from him. We will either give the 
money to the government or buy 
the corn back when, the dry grain 
comes in. But there is positively 
no shortage."

Storm Moved From 
Pacific Coast, to 
Turn Northward 


ALBUQUERQUE— (AP) — 


The storm that deluged Cali- 
fornia 
last week 
shrieked 


across the high plains of east- 
ern New Mexico and west 
Texas last night in the worst 
duster in years. 


Winds up to 110 miles an 


hour churned the dust to sul- 
len clouds 15,000 to 20,000 
feet high. 


A small tornado ripped into 


Wichita Falls, Tex., with some 
property damage. Billowing 
iust halted auto travel near 
Hobbs, southern New Mexico 
oil center. Eight persons were 
hospitalized there after high- 
way smashups. ' 


Storm firings Kain 
t 


Across the northern edge of the 


cold front, Oklahoma City, Ard- 
niore and Wichita Falls in Okla- 
homa received heavy showers. The 
storm brought rain today to Kans- 
as City and Wichita, Kans. Tho 
weather bureau said the storm 
moved in from the Pacific Coast. 


Hobbs apparently bore the brunt 


of the New Mexico duster. Gusts 
ranged up to 76 miles an hour. 
Streets w.ore covered with sand as 
:he wind let up at 4:30 a.m. police 
smicd warnings against picking 
up electric power lines which had 
>Iown down. An oil well fire raged 
at the height of the wind, but was 
put out quickly. 


The Wichita Falls, Tex., tornado 


lamaged roofs, uprooted trees and 
disrupted electrical power. The 
veather bureau warned that other 
tornadoes might develop as the 
•Uorm passed today over Texas and 
Oklahoma. 


• Moves Northeast 


The storm center was moving 


northeastward and was expected 
o strike the Chicago area tonight. 
Only rain was forecast for the 
Chicago area, however. 


The weather bureau said the 


amount of rain and snow would 
ncrcase as the storm moved oast. 


In the West Texas-New .Mexico 


area, the wind whipped around a 
nixture of rain, snow, hail and 
<wnd—particularly sand. 


Precious top soil, dried to dust 


by what has been called^one of the 
worst droughts in the 'Southwest 
n the last century, whirled high 
nto the air. The wind reached a 
lop velocity of 110 miles an hour at 
Wink, Tex., near the New Mexico 
line. 


The mixture was described as 


'pink hail" at Stamford, Tex., and 
'a shower of mud" at Portalcs, 
N. M. 


Snnw Blocks Roads 


Snow left by the storm- blocked 


three New Mexico highways early 
oday. At the peak, two other 
highways in the staleswcre closed 
'or several hours because of blow- 
ng dust, one after an accident 
hat sent eight people to the hos- 
pital. 


The New Mexico highway de- 


partment early today was still 
muling stalled cars out of the 
mountainous area around Alamo- 
gordo. where between four and 
ight inches of snow fell.

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New Hampshire Results May 
Smoke ©at Truman's Flans 


The Democratic regulars in New Hampshire must be a 


pretty unhappy lot these days. The man they snickered at, 
Senator Kefauver of Tennessee, moved into their bailiwick 
and stole the primary honors from President Truman with 
little more than amateur support. 


•When Kefauver put himself in that race, the organiza- 


tion Democrats said he wouldn't win a delegate of the 12 at 
stake and would get no more than 30 per cent of the party 
popular vote. 


But the -senator confounded them, even before the vot- 


ing occurred. He went up and down the state shaking hands, 
throwing snowballs at kids, making friends with his frank, 
direct appeal for backing. A lot of eager though unschooled 
Democrats were drawn to his banner. 


The regulars got worried. They opened a headquarters 


and began to pour on the coal. The conviction was that 
Kefauver now might do better than expected in the popular 
polling but that he would still be blanked on delegates- 


As it happened, the organization did not go far enough 


in accommodating itself to the realities. Kefauver got bet- 
ter than 50 per cent of the vote, beating Mr. Truman by 
close to 5,000. and capturing all 12 of the delegates. 


This doesn't mean the president is through. He can have 


the Democratic nomination any time he speaks for it. But 
it does suggest that there is more than ordinary dissatis- 
faction with the trend of administration affairs in Washing- 
ton, despite Kef auver's disclaimer on that point.

It may indicate that the Democrats would like to see 


some new faces and hear some new ideas in the top ranks of 
their party. The readiness with which New Hampshire citi- 
zens took to Kefauver points that way. Since his TV fame 
had made little impact there, he was a virtual stranger to 
the state until he began campaigning. 


If the president already has made up his mind to run, 


this event will not likely change his mind. He can argue that 
it simply reflects the fact Kefauver campaigned and he didn't. 


Should he be undecided, Kefauver's win might arouse his 


dander and convince him he must run. Or it might be taken 
as the handwriting on the wall, and turn his mind definitely 
toward retirement. 


Kefauver is entered in the Wisconsin primary April 1 


under highly favorable circumstances. He is opposed by two 
favorite-son slates standing in for Mr. Truman, but the favor- 
ite sons are little known and the division of the Truman vote 
between them seems sure to benefit Kefauver- 


A week afterward, Kefauver gets a ballot test in popu- 


lous Illinois, where he has no opposition in the preferential 
primary. • A healthy vote might add to his convention lev- 
erage, even though it would assure him no delegates. The 
Illinois primary is purely advisory, and delegate selections 
are under the organization (pro-Truman) thumb. 


To be sure, there is one place.where Kefauver could stum- 


ble. 
In Nebraska's race, also April 1, he is opposed by Sen- 


ator Kerr of Oklahoma, who Js reported to have marked 
strength in the plains states. 


A sharp defeat at Kerr's hands would probably finish 


Kefauver. But a victory or a narrow loss, combined with 
good showings in the other states discussed, would put Mr. 
Truman on a real spot. He might find things getting rapidly 
out of hand. It is not easy to try to pick a successor while 
some other candidate is running around hanging up clear 
triumphs at the polls. 


Consequently, the most definite points that can be made 


about the Democratic result-in New Hampshire are that it 
suggests a decline in the president's popularity even among 
his own party, and it may help force his hand on the issue 
of declaring his 1952 intentions.

This is a 
mighty enemy, strong in all the arms of war except perhaps naval 
which might not be1 brought to bear, anyway. By all accounts, he 
could lick us and all our friends in Europe were he to jump thig very 
day. He is so strong in the air that he undoubtedly could blast New 
York to hell. But our airmen have beautiful uniforms and the ser- 
gents and officers get the highest pay in the history of military 
.service.

A friend recently told me about 


a spectacular hand played by his 
regular foursome. One of the play- 
ers found a \vay to go down 2,300 
points with a hand in which his 
partner probably would have made 
a slam. The difference was 3,830 
points. 


The bidding was bad, but not 


really fantastic. North should have 
re-bid his hearts before showing 
diamond support, and the chances 
are that he would have been al- 
lowed to play the hand at six 
hearts. 


As it happened, East had made 


up his mind to lead the ace of 
spades if six hearts became the 
final contract. This would be logi- 
cal enough, since East could be 
fairly sure of winning a trump 
trick, and would hope to cash the 
spade ace first. 


Such a lead would have given 


North the slam in hearts. He 
would ruff the ace of spades, lead 
out three rounds of trumps, and 
later discard three diamonds on 
high clubs and spades in the South 
hand. 


As the bidding actually went, 


South made a very doubtful bid 
of six no-trump, and West made 
a shrewd double. North got pan- 
icky about the spades and ran to 
seven diamonds. By this time East

West took 
three club tricks and led a spad«, 
which East allowed declarer to win 
with the queen. South then had to 
lead away from the king-eight of 
spades, and East won the last two 
tricks with the ace and ten.

Am Eternally Grateful. .. * 


Dear Editor: 


It seems that every program of national prominence 


brings forth letters of human interest. Here is one that 
was received at the local Red Cross office with a blood 
donor pledge card signed by Louis Mulkins, father of 
three children residing at 79 Van Buren av., and a postal 
employe. This ribbon bedecked veteran of World War II 
tells us to use any portion of his letter if it will help 
secure blood donors for the Lee county blood program. 


"Arriving at Marseilles, France, on Dec. 4,1944, we 


lost no time in moving up to the combat area in the fa- 
mous Battle of the Bulge. After pressure lessened there 
we were transported down to the sector in and around 
Strasbourg, France, taking positions overlooking the 
Moder river in the Hagenau forest, 30 miles north of the 
city. On the night of Jan. 25,1945, at about 10 p. m. in 
a fierce fight for our position, I was shot through the 
right chest by machine gun fire. Losing consciousness, 
I was left for dead on the battlefield. Sometime later 
after regaining my feet I was barely able to make the 
three miles back to the aid station where I collapsed 
from loss of blood. When I came to I realized for the 
first time in my life the value of blood. A quart of this 
life-saving fluid had been injected into my veins. Some- 
time later I was removed to a field hospital where I re- 
ceived at regular intervals whole blood and blood plasma. 
Later I was evacuated to a general hospital where I re- 
mained for six weeks. Every three days I was given in- 
jections of whole blood and plasma and penicillin every 
four hours to counteract infection in the lung. After the 
seventh week I was able to produce my own blood and I 
ceased to be a drain on the blood supply. After spend- 
ing 93 days in hospitals and receiving countless trans- 
fusions I was well again. I am one of the many thou- 
sands who owe their life to a great many people here, 
there and everywhere who had given blood for just such 
emergencies. To all of them I am eternally grateful."

we need so much blood?" We also think that Mr. Mulkins 
should lead the parade of donors at the first visit of the 
bloodmobile unit to Dixon. To him we accord the honor 
of giving the first pint of blood for the Lee County Blood 
Center for Defense.

low talk about a new lure he's putting on the market. 


It's a spoon, whose shajie provides a high-lift hydrafoll, 


allowing for maximum motion through any speed range. Be- 
cause of Its calculated Instability under induced spin, it breaks 
rotation from one direction to the other.

A spoon, in case you forget, is 


a metal blade looking much like £ 
the business end of a sawed-off 
teaspoon. Fish grab a spoon un- 
der the impression that they arc E5 
grabbing a smaller fish who's suf- 
%^ 


fering from a hangover or a brok- -I-i 
en landing gear as he wobbles 
under the cannibal's nose. 


Getting just the right \vobble is 


not simple these days—because 
fish and fishermen demand more- 
realism in their baits. Modern 
lure makers spend months calcu- 
lating the relation of weight to 
mass in thousands of curvatures 
before marketing a finished prod- 
uct. 


Spoons are the oldest fish- 


ing lures in the xvorJd. 
The 


probable date of their origin 
Is about 3000 B.C. The ancient Romans used polished clam 
shells equipped with various types of metal and stone hooks, 
later using crudely carved metal discs.

The progress of spoon design never was along well-defined lines. 


It wasn't until 1834 that an American angler really did something to 
qualify for the title of "spoon inventor." 


The student was one Julio T. Buel, a man of unlimited and ex- 


Julio selected pure silver for his artificials, 
as he reasoned that this was the nearest to the color of a fish's belly.

Young Julio's first effort was in Lake Bomosecn, the lure 


an old brass teaspoon on which he had soldiered a hook. The 
line was tied to the broken handle end. His catch was phe- 
nomenal. Nobody reported what ho caught, but we can as- 
sume the kid knocked himself out, as he always did things in 
In a big way. 
Being a perfectionist, Julio spent several years in working over 


the finest details of proper spoon design. He applied for, and received, 
the first patent for trolling baits in 1934. The result was that the 
manufacture of spoons \vas begun by him in 184S at Whitehall, New 
York. To this day Buel spoons are still taking fish.
